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School Committee waits for information 


3rd grade at Shawsheen? 


By Lisa Boudreau 

A proposal to add third-grade 
classes to the Shawsheen School 
didn’t get past the discussion 
phase at last week’s School Com- 
mittee meeting. Shawsheen is a 
voluntary enrollment kinder- 
garten-through grade-two school. 

The majority of School Com- 
mittee members decided it was 
futile to discuss the idea until 
more complete budget figures 
are available later this school 
year. 

“Tm 110 percent behind Shaw- 
sheen, but I don’t know what’s 
going to happen when we sit 
down to calculate the budget,” 
said committee member Chris 
Outwin. 

“T don’t know what I’d be trad- 
ing off,” he said. 

Superintendent Mark McQuil- 
lan proposed the idea at the 
request of committee member 
Susan Dalton. She believes 
expanding the Shawsheen 
School will lessen crowding in 
the town’s four elementary 
schools. 

The 42 second-grade students 
at Shawsheen will automatically 
enter the third grade at their 
neighborhood schools next year 
if Shawsheen isn’t expanded. 

Dr. McQuillan said 22 are 
from the West Elementary dis- 
trict, nine each from Bancroft 


and South, and two from San- 
born School. He predicts the 
town will have to hire two addi- 
tional third-grade teachers next 
year regardless of whether the 
Shawsheen is expanded. 

Larry Lewis, of Stevens 
Street, a parent of a Shawsheen 
student, said parents enthusias- 
tically support an expanded 
Shawsheen program. He said the 


town could get a commitment for 


third-grade enrollment if the 
committee made a commitment 
to add the classes now. 

If two third-grade classes are 
added to Shawsheen the price 
tag would be higher than just 
two full-time teachers, said Dr. 
McQuillan. A part-time adminis- 
trator would also have to be 
hired. Currently, a full-time 
Shawsheen teacher receives a 
stipend to oversee administra- 
tion matters, 

Susan Jenkins, committee 
chairwoman, said she has no 
interest in discussing the matter 
until the spring. If April Town 
Meeting voters approve funding 
for more elementary spaces, con- 
struction could begin soon there- 
after and the classrooms might 
be ready by September 1994. If 
funding is denied, Ms. Jenkins 
believes Shawsheen School will 
have to be restructured to make 
up for other crowded schools,

BRIDGING THE GAP 

A bridge is a fixed restoration which the dentist puts into 
place when relatively few teeth are missing (for instance, 
four adjacent front teeth or two side teeth). The 
replacement teeth are held in position by virtue of a metal 
framework that attaches itself to strongly-anchored teeth 
(abutments) on either side of the gap The stability and 
durability of the bridge is largely owed to the fact that the 
abutment teeth must accept artificial crowns in order to hold 
the bridge firmly in place. If an objection arises over having 
to remove the healthy enamel of abutment teeth in order 
that they may be crowned, a "Maryland Bridge" may be 
considered. It utilizes metal onlays bonded to the inside 
surfaces of the abutment teeth

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Protecting students 


from discrimination 


PAC head at Andover high works 
with schools on problem of time 
off for religious holidays 


James Krasnoo, president of Andover 
High School’s Parent Advisory Council, 
wants to make sure students who stay out of 
school to observe religious holidays aren't 
discriminated against. The Candlewood 
Drive resident told the School Committee at 
its meeting last week that there is a lot of 
“insensitivity” at most schools. 

The School Committee has a long-stand 
ing policy instructing teachers and adminis 
trators to schedule tests, homework and 
assignment deadlines around holidays. 

Mr. Krasnoo told the committee he has 
received several calls from parents and stu- 
dents informing him that the policy is not 
enforced. According to Mr. Krasnoo, many 
students have been penalized academically 
because of work they missed. 

“1 don’t see it as deliberate discrimination 
against minority religions in the schools,” he 
told the Townsman earlier this week. 

“What we need to do is inform administra- 
tors and teachers where the holidays fall in 
relation to the school calendar so that they 
can plan their school year accordingly.” 

Mr. Krasnoo has been working with AHS 
Principal Tim Thomas to create a dialogue 
among students, parents and teachers 
regarding the issue. He said Mr. Thomas has 
been “tremendously cooperative.” 

Mr. Krasnoo plans to contact other PTO 
representatives to publish a calendar of reli- 
gious holidays to distribute to the principals 
of each school. He also plans to keep a vigi- 
lant watch and report back to the School 
Committee if its anti-discrimination policy 
isn’t followed. 

“As long as the school board has a policy 
that isn’t working it is our job to bring it to 
their attention. All parents must take an 
active role to make sure that their children 
get the finest quality education as possible,” 
he said. 

Mr. Krasnoo hopes to have the calendar of 
religious holidays distributed by the start of 
the 1993-94 school year.

After church we went over the hospital 
to see Anne.

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Home party problem resolved

A direct-sale Plymouth candle and 
gift company this week vowed to fill 
orders for an Andover resident and 
others who complained that orders 
they placed with a local representative 
were never filled. 

Dorothy Moran, of 505 Lowell St., 
purchased candles at a party hosted by 
her sister in Wilmington in October 
after the two saw the idea to host a 
party for Partylite Gifts Inc., of Ply 
mouth, Mass., advertised in local 
newspapers, Those who attended the 
party collectively ordered about $500 
worth of candles and related gifts, 
according to Ms. Doran, paying with 
checks made out to the local Partylite 
representative, But weeks went by and 
they did not receive any of the gifts 
Ms. Doran and her sister attempted to 
contact the representative, but her 
phone number had been changed to an 
unlisted number, 

“T had to write a letter to the compa 
ny in Plymouth because they never 
received the order,” Ms, Doran said . 

The company put them in touch 
with Barbara Walter, the regional 


development coordinator for Partylite, 
in Nashua, N.H. Ms. Walter said last 
week that Ms. Doran's sister was one 
of eight hostesses from this area who 
complained of orders not being filled 
by the same representative. The com 
pany assured Ms. Walter it will fill all 
the orders and try to resolve whatever 
the problem is with the representa 
tive. 

“We just started finding out about 
this yesterday,” Ms. Walter said last 
Friday. “We're sending out the mer 
chandise even though we're not being 
paid for it. They all have copies of 
what their friends ordered, thank 
goodness, But we do stand behind our 
product.” 

The representative in question, a 
Tewksbury resident contacted by the 
Townsman by telephone Friday, said 
she is no longer an agent for Partylite 
and that she was unaware of a prob 
lem with her orders being left unfilled. 
“The only thing I can say is I have sent 
them in,” the representative said, 

She contacted the company during 
the weekend and said Tuesday that 
she resolved the problem. “Obviously, 


they didn't get it,” she said. “The mat 
ter has been cleared up. Everybody 
should be receiving their merchandise 
this week.” 

The representative didn’t say what 
the problem was, but just that she was 
busy with a family problem and that 
Ms. Walter was taking care of the situ 
ation. 

Pat Jernberg, spokesperson for 
Partylite, offered an apology to the 
party guests who were affected, and 
said they will receive their merchan 
cise this week. 

Partylite is a “direct-sell company, 
like Tupperware,” Ms, Jernberg said, 
and although she was not familiar 
with the details of the problem with 
the orders or representative in ques 
tion, occasionally there are problems 
“All we ask the hostesses to do is to 
send us proof that they placed the 
orders,” Ms. Jernberg said 

She also said it is normal procedure 
for guests to make checks out to the 
local representative. 

“It’s normal procedure because we 
as a company do not accept checks 
from guests,” Ms. Jurnberg said. 
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Bill would benefit 
dispatchers

Rep. Gary Coon, R-Andover, last week 
co-sponsored the refiling of a bill to the 
Legislature that would change the retire 
ment status for public safety dispatchers, 
or communicators, as those in the field 
prefer to be called. 

The bill is part of an effort by the Pub 
lic Safety Communicators Association, a 
group organized in part by Russ Caha 
lane of the Andover Police Department, 
to have their profession recognized on a 
state level 

The bill would put communicators in 
the same class as police officers and fire 
fighters, instead of with clerks and secre 
taries as they are in now, according to 
Mr. Cahalane, 

Being in that category would make 
them eligible for retirement at age 55 
instead of 65, and would increase their 
retirement benefits. 

The bill, sponsored by Sen, Jame 
Jajuga, D-Methuen, and co-sponsored by 
Mr. Coon, was submitted last Wednes 
day, Dec. 2, the last day to file bills for the 
upcoming legislative session.

You won’t catch 
AIDS from 
your dentist 


Editor, Townsman: 

Wire service stories resulting from 
an article published in the November 
1992 Lancet mislead the public and mis- 
interpret the results of the study quot- 
ed. The emphasis of the Lancet article, 
which the wire services did not report, 
is that the risk of contracting any dis- 
ease, including AIDS, from dental 
instruments and drills is so small as to 
be of no concern, if proper sterilization 
procedures are followed. 


In fact, in an accompanying, editori- 
al, Lancet states that “The dental office 
is a very safe health care facility and 
should not be a worrisome environ- 
ment for the public.” 

According to Sharon. Snider, 
spokesperson for the United States 
Food and Drug Administration (FDA), 
“The fact is that all reusable dental 


handpieces and related instruments’ 


are heat sterilized between patients.” 

No cases of disease transmission 
from properly sterilized dental instru- 
ments have ever been reported. 

While the Lancet paper demon- 
strates that bacteria and other disease- 
causing agents may be able to survive 
inside a dental handpiece, proper ster- 
ilization techniques, practiced univer-

In the letter, the doctor responding 
to my column made a remark about 
chiropractors: “allowing for the stretch 
of credibility that chiropractors should 
be treating patients...” It was what 
seemed like a casually written remark, 
an aside that didn’t really have much 
to do with the rest of the letter. The 
remark was: what I call a little bomb. It 
jumped right out at me when I read the 
letter. But I left the remark in the let- 
ter. It wasn’t libelous, albeit it unneces- 
sary and even in bad taste. 

So several weeks later, I received a 
letter from a chiropractor who wrote, 
“Can’t you edit what people send to 


you? I assume your chiropractor has 
helped you. If so, stand up for him/her 
instead of allowing another cheap shot 
to slander our profession. Our great 
profession has been put through 
enough abuse at the hands of the 
A.M.A. and others.” 


Right on. I had thought about delet 
ing the remark, but we try to let read- 
ers have their say in letters. It’s the 
only place where a reader can com- 
pletely control (given it’s not libelous, 
in bad taste, much too long, or impossi- 
ble to understand) what he or she 
would like to say. If I start slashing and 


sally, reduce risk to unmeasurable 
amounts, 

The Lancet editorial clearly says 
that studies continue to confirm the 
safety of patients in dental offices. The 
May 1992 Annals of Internal Medicine 
provides clear evidence against the 
theory of patient-to-patient transmis- 
sion through handpieces or other den- 
tal instruments. Moreover, a recent 
study published by the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control found that among 16,000 
patients treated by 32 HIV infected 
health care workers, not one case of 
HIV or AIDS transmission was detect- 
ed after medical or dental therapy. 


Dentists and the dental office envi- 
ronment have been dealt a bad hand. 
Due to one isolated instance in Florida 
of an infected dentist likely transmit- 
ting AIDS to a small group of patients, 
an entire profession has been wrongly 
maligned. 


Worst of all, unfair and, at times, 
incorrect media coverage has scared 
the public and caused untold numbers 
of people to avoid needed preventive 
and therapeutic dental treatment. 

Our dental offices are safe. Multiple 
precautions, including appropriate 
garments, gloves and sterilization pro- 
cedures, ensure that people can go to 
their dentist with confidence that their 
health is being enhanced in a safe envi- 
ronment. 

I hope that the Andover Townsman, 
and the media in general, will recog- 
nize that this is the message the public 
needs most to hear to protect their 
health.

Bill Krajeski, Andover’s assessor, 
said recently that at the very least, the 
low-end housing market has stabilized 
if not increased slightly. 

Other than the Essex Street house, 
the least expensive home Re/Max has 
listed is a two-bedroom ranch on a 
10,000-square-foot lot at 392 North Main 
St. for $139,900. Re/Max has a two-bed- 
room, third-floor condo for $69,900 on 
Crescent Drive. 

Hunneman & Co.-Coldwell Banker 
has a condo on Crescent Drive for 
$75,500, and one in Washington Park at 
$85,000, both two bedroom units, but no 
small homes. 

The lowest priced home Valentine 
has is a two-family for $129,900 on 
Lewis Street. 

“The lowest priced house is $139,900 
at the moment,” said Abby Johnston at 
DeWolfe.

tershire sauce and a dash of onion juice or a 
teaspoon of horseradish. Blend thoroughly, 
chop the whites of the eggs separately.

Cucumber finger sandwiches are always 
available, but other varieties offered on a 
rotating basis include salmon, tomato, alfal- 
fa sprouts, cranberry orange, egg salad, grat 
ed carrot and cheese. Ms. Labrie also bakes 
her own scones daily in seven varieties: 
cheddar oatmeal, oatbran molasses, orange 
chocolate, cranberry orange, chocolate chip, 
plain and currant. She also makes her own 
Devonshire cream. 

Also available are crumpets from a bak 
ery on the South Shore and bagels delivered 
partially processed then baked fresh daily at 
the tea room and served with Ms. Labrie’s 
freshly-made cheese spreads. Iced, herbal 
and decaffeinated teas are also available. Ms. 
Labrie opened the tea room to “recapture the 
camaraderie, tranquility and enjoyment” of 
the traditional afternoon tea rituals she 
enjoyed in Annaghdown, a small parish 12 
miles north of Galway where she lived for a 
while. 

The small round tables covered with flo- 
ral chintz fabric with chair cushions to 
match and the lace curtains on the windows 
provide an intimate, authentic sitting for 
“the leisureliness of an afternoon well 
spent.” Ms. Labrie wants people to relax and 
enjoy their tea and conversation.
